President's Message. 


W ash ingto n, No v . 27 .—W ith th e ex ­ 
ceptio n o f th e m o st co m plete new spa­ 
pers in th e large cities, it is pro babale 
th at th e press o f th e co u ntry will no t 
be able to present to th eir readers th e 
fu ll tex t o f President T aft’s first an­ 
nu al m essage to th e co ngress o n th e 
day o f its deliv ery o r th e im m ediately 
fo llo wing day s. 
In recent y ears th e 
sm all new spapers as wrell as th e great 
m etro po litan dailies w ere able to h av e 
a presidential m essage in ty pe day s 
befo re its su bm issio n to co ngress and 
by a sy stem o f telegraph ic “release,” 
to h av e editio ns co ntaining th e m es­ 
sage o n th e stree t w ith in a few m in­ 
u tes after its reading was begu n in th e 
senate o r th e h o u se.

Last Night Saw a Beautiful 


Eclipse. 


AND IN CLO U DLESS SKY, TOO 


Rushville people who remained up 
for the occasion saw a total eclipse 
of the moon this morning under most 
favorable 
circumstances, beginning 
at about 1:30 o’clock. 
The 
moon 
struck the earth’s shadow a few min­ 
utes before that time and by 1 :45 the 
shadow was covering more than half 
of the face o f the moon. 
There was 
not a cloud in the sky, and an excel­ 
lent chance was given astronomers to 
study the situation. 
Shortly after 
2 o’clock the shadow had spread en­ 
tirely over the moon and darkness 
reigned instead of the brilliance that 
had prevailed 
earlier. 
During the 
time when the eclipse was total the 
body of the moon could be discerned 
as a reddish brown disk, but it gave 
practically no light.

After the k illing of Christian the 
tw'o families and their friends became 
involved. 
The 
Christians obtained 
w arrants for Jim Daniels and his 
brother Charles, and led a posse of 
Pik e county officers to the Daniels 
home. 
When the officers approached 
within a few feet of the house Mrs. 
Daniels and her daughter opened fire 
w’ith rifles, one of the posse receiving 
a bullet in the arm. 
The Christians opened fire. 
Mrs. 
Daniels w as shot down in the doorway, 
but the six teen-vear-old daughter stood 
over her prostrate form and fired on 
the posse until she

TO FIGHT CANNON 


Will Join With Us in Curbing 


Turbule nt Spirit 


Washington, Nov. 27.—With a view 
of reaching an agreement for joint ac­ 
tion in the complicated political situa­ 
tion in Central America growing out 
of the resent revolution in Nicaragua, 
diplomatic negotiations are in pro­ 
gress between the United States and 
Mexico. 
Huntington Wilson, assist­ 
ant secretary of state, declined to dis­ 
cuss the negotiations* with Mexico. 
The execution of the two Americans, 
Leroy Cannon and Leonard Grace, of 
course, is a matter in which Mexieo 
has no concern and will be handled by 
the United States without outside aid. 
In restoring peace in Nicaragua and in 
punishing President Zelaya of that re­ 
public for the repeated violations of 
the conventions of the Central Amer­ 
ican peace conference in Washington 
two years ago, Mexico will probably 
be asked to co-operate with the United | 
States. It. is expected that the United 
States will take decisive action within | 
the next few days. 
The case against 
Zelaya, it is understood, is now near­ 
ing completion. It is fairly well estab­ 
lished, according to press reports from 
Bluefields, that Grace and Cannon held { 
commissions in the revolutionary army I 
at the time they were captured by 1 
General Toledo, the commanding offi­ 
cer of the Nicaraguan troops now be­ 
sieged in Greytown. According to the , 
view of the legal officers of the state 
department, they were therefore en- ; 
titled to treatment as prisoners of war j 
under the usual rules of international 
law. Officers of the department were j 
gratified at the action of Commander 
Bertram S. Thesiger of the British j 
cruiser Scylla, In making an official 
call on J uan J . Estrada, president of 
the provisional government at Blue­ 
fields, 
recently. 
They 
regard 
his 
course as an intentional indication of 
the fact that Great Britain is support­ 
ing the policy of the United States.
